As at proaont constituted 
the conledoracy comprisos lour pro- 
vincoa — Quoboo (livto Lowor Canftda, 
or Canada East), extending over 
210,030 Equaro miloa ; Ontario (lato 
Upper Canada, or Canada Woat), 
l2l,2G0 squa-o miles; New Bruns- 
wick, 27,105 square miles ; Nova 
Scotia, 18,660 j making an area of 
377,045 square miles. Tbo population 
was 8,090,561 in 1861. and may now 
have reached about 3,800,000. At the 
oensas of 1861 the number of men 
capable of bearing arms (between tbe 
ages of twenty and sixty was 653,567. 
The mercantile marine comprised in
